SHANGHAI, Aug. 9—(UP) — 


An officer and a. seaman from the 
permanent Japanese landing par- 
ty stationed at Shanghai were kill- 
ed by Chinese sentries 
at 
the 


Hungjao military airdrome today, 
the chief of the Hungjao road po- 
lice station told the United Press. 


He said that the two Japanese, 


both in uniform, were driving a 
Japanese naval truck and attempt- 
ed entrance to the airdrome 
at 


about 5:20 p. m. Chinese sentries 
interfered. 
The 
Japanese 
then 


turned their car northward and 
opened 
fire on the sentries, ac- 


cording to the police chief. Ex- 
hausting their ammunition, 
the 


two hastily jumped from the truck 
where fire from the Chinese guards 
killed both. 


The report that a dozen or more 


Japanese were involved in the in- 
cident, first circulated here, ap- 
parently was erroneous. 


Headquarters of the Japanese 


landing 
party issued a lengthy 


statement today declaring that the 
officer was unjustifiably 
killed 


while driving on an extra-settle- 
ment road where he had a right to 
be. Text of the statement was not 
immediately available but was un- 
derstood to deplore the incident in 
the strongest possible terms, lead- 
ing to further apprehension in the

"My visit," Flynn said, "is pure- 


ly social. But you can say for me 
that the race is all for Mnhoncy."

of Nazism. 


Last night, thousands of adher- 


ents of the opposition movement to 
Nazlficatlon of the church massed 
in front of Pastor Niemoller's 
church. 


Secret Police Defied 


They openly defied orders of the 


dreaded secret police to disperse, 
and remained even when truck- 
loads of them were taken away, 
men and women, pastors and lay- 
men, under arrest.

It was believed that the Nazi 


church authorities, dismayed 
by 


this defiance of quiet, home loving 
people and the acquittal last week 
of Dr. Friedrich Otto Dlbelius, on 
charges of violating Nazi repres- 
sive decrees, wished more time to 
elapse before they prosecuted the 
beloved Niemoller. 


Niemoller was in prison. He was 


reported in good health and spir- 
its, and it was said that he took the 
postponement of his trial calmly.

was appointed to the Federal Trade 


Commission in 1933 he was derided by 
some news commentators as a lameduck 
Congressman who couldn't get a job any- 
where else, and upon whom Roosevelt had 
taken pity as a favor to his brother, Nor- 
man Davis.
